Revenue Lax) ox (b) by a coxpoxation, contxibutions to which axe deductible under 
Section 170(c)(2) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954 (or the corresponding pxo- 
visions of any future United States Internal Revenue Law). 

(i) No paxt of t: he net earnings of the corporation shall inure to the benefit of. ox be distributable to, its members, directors, officers or othex private per- 
sons except, that the Cox'potation shall be authorized and empowered to pay reasonable 
compensation fox" services xendered. 

(ii) No substantial pax't of the activities of the Corporation shall be the 
caxrying on of pxopaganda ox' otherwise attempting to influence legislation. 

(iii) The Cox'poration shall not, either directly, ox indirecrly, participate in 
ox intervene in {including the publishing or disrx'ibuting of statements) any politica3. 
campaign on behalf of ox in opposition to any candidate for public office. 

(iv) The propexty of the, Corporation must be used exclusively fox. chaxitable, 
educational and other public pux'poses. 

(v) The property of the Corpox'ation shall not be used or operated so as to benefit any officer„ directox, employee, contributor ox any other person thxough the distxibution of profits, payment of excessive charges ox compensation or through the more advantageous puxsuit of their business ox profession.

1. Submit one original copy of this document. Upon filing, a microfilm copy will be prepared for the 
records of the Corporation and Securities Bureau. The original copy will be returned to the address 
appearing in the box above as evidence of filing. 

Since this document must be microfilrned, it is important that the filing be legible. Documents with 
poor black and white contrast, or otherwise illegible, wiff be rejected, 

2. This document is to be used pursuant to the provisions of Act 162. P. A. of 1982 by one or more 
persons for the purpose of forming a domestic nonprofit corporation. 

3. Article II — The specific purpose for which the corporation is organized must be ~ncluded. It is not 
sufficient to state that the corporation may engage in any activity within the purposes for which 
corporations may be organized under the Act. 

4. Article Ifi — Complete item Ill(1} or lll(2) as appropriate, but not both. 

5. Article IV — A post office box may not be designated as the street address of the registered office. 
The mailing address may differ from the address of the registered office only if a post office box 
address in the same city as the registered office is designated as the mailing address. 

6. Articfe V — The Act requires one or more incorporators. The addresses should include a street 
number and name (or other designation), city and state. 

7. This document is effective on the date approved and filed by the Bureau. A later effective date, no 
more than 90 days after the date of delivery, may be stated as an additional article. 

8. This document must be signed in ink by each incorporator. However, if there are 3 or more 
incorporators, they may, by resofution adopted at the organizational meeting by a written instrument, 
designate one of them to sign the articles of incorporation on behalf of all of them. In such event, 
these articles of incorporation must be accompanied by a copy of the resolution duly certified by the 
acting secretary at the organizational meeting and a statement must be placed in the articles 
incorporating that resoiution into them.

ARTICLE 7X 

Upon the dissolution of the Corporation, the Board of Dixectors shall, after 
paying or making provisions for the payment of all of the liabilit, ies of the 
Corpoxation. dispose of all of the assets of the Corporation exclusively for 
the puxposes of the Corporation in such manner, ox' to such oxganization or 
organizations oxganized and opexated exclusively for charitable, educational, 
religious or scientific purposes as shall at the time qualify as an exempt 
organization or organizations under Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954 (or the corresponding provisions of any future United States 
Internal Revenue Law)„ as the Boax'd of Dix'ectors shall determine. Any of such 
assets not so disposed of shall be disposed of by the District Court of the 
county in which the px'incipal office of the Corporation is then located, 
exclusively fox such purposes or to such organization or organizations as said 
Court shall determine, which are organized and operated exclusively for such 
purposes.
